TIMELY AS} 

Hon. Robert Weir announces that the 
Dominion Government will pay the freight 
on carload lots of breeding cattle brought 
into the west from the eastern provinces. 
That is a practical measure for helping 
along the readjustment of western farm 
conditions, for which the Minister de- 
serves thanks.

AS TO BUTTER AND EGGS 

Ottawa is said to learn from western 
members of parliament that there is great 
gratification among western farmers for 
the added protection that was established 
last fall on butter and eggs. Seeing that 
butter is worth about two-thirds the price 
at which it was selling when the duties 
were raised, and that eggs are selling at 
anything down to ten cents a dozen or less, 
gratification on that score must be based 
on the supposition that these commodities 
would have been worth nothing at present 
if the duties had not been raised. 

As a matter of fact it is doubtful if 
New Zealand would find it worth while 
to ship butter into western Canada at pre- 
sent prices if there were no duty at all, 
and if there is any country where eggs are 
worth less than they are in these pro- 
vinces that country shouid advertise itself 
as the land of the free breakfast table. 
Certainly if present butter and egg prices 
reflect the influence of increased protec- 
tion the western farmers will hope that 
the Government leaves the tariff on other 
farm products severely alone. 


THE NEW COAL REGULATIONS 


The Minister of National Revenue has 
set a fixed price on bituminous coal 
entering Canada, for the purpose of calcu- 
lating the duty that has to be paid. On 
slack the fixed price is $1.00 per ton; on 
mine run $1.25, 

What effect this will have in stopping 
the “dumping” of U.S. bituminous in the 
Canadian market depends upon the price 
at which this coal has been hitherto valued 
by the producers. The figures set are low 
enough that buyers can hardly object; 
$1.25 for mine run coal and $1.00 for 
slack at the mouth of the pit is surely a 
reasonably moderate figure. If the pro- 
ducers have been selling at anything less 
than these figures for export to Canada 
the argument that they have been “dump- 
ing” at less than production cost would 
seem to be thereby supported. 

The new ruling will have no effect upon 
the trade in Alberta coal in Ontario. Coal 
from Alberta does not come into competi- 
tion with United States bituminous in 
that province, and probably cannot. It is 
in the Manitoba market that Alberta 
miners claim they have been undersold by 
the U.S. miners, and it is there the new 
regulation will.help the Alberta industry, 
to whateyer extent it does help. 


SS “DUMPING” 


BORROWING VERS 


The United States, it is said, may re- 
sume trade relations with Russia, and as 
part of the bargain may lend the Soviet 
the money with which to complete its five 
year plan. That scarcely seems likely, 
but if U. S. financiers—or the Govern- 
ment at Washington—see fit to take the 
risk other countries would have cause to 
approve the deal rather than to worry 
about it. 

The Soviet has been “dumping” its pro- 
ducts in foreign countries at less than the 
cost of production. To suppose that it has 
done this in sheer malevolence is nonsense 
It has been exporting because it has to 
import machinery and tools, and cay pay 
for them in no other way. And as the five- 
year plan has to be carried through 
against a time limit, the Soviet must take 
for the products what the foreigners will 
give. 

If Russia were able to borrow abroad 
on a large scale, the industrialization 
Scheme could be carried through as a 
capital undertaking, and the pressure to 
“dump” would be eased. And with the 
interest bill and capital charges to meet, 
production cost in Russia would rise more 
nearly to that of the level in other coun- 
tries; with the resuit that the Soviet would 
be interested, as other producers, in get- 
ting a higher price for its exports.

torist carry insurance against damages 
for which he may become liable because of 
an accident. While there has been no 
popular demand for such legislation in 
Alberta, the subject is a very live one in 
some of the other provinces and in most 
States, where the traffic is more dense, 
and it would be better to anticipate the in- 
evitable demand here than wait until it de- 
velops as the result of aggravating experi- 
ence. 

The lack of a compulsory law means 
that many drivers do not carry insurance 
against accident liability. In the major- 
ity these are drivers who do not set a high 
value on their cars, and who are corres- 
pondingly careless in the use of them. The 
risk thus created is one which must be 
borne by pedestrians and by other car- 
owners. When a pedestrian is run over 
by a driver who has neither insurance nor 
the means to pay, the victim must foot his 
own hospital bill and stand the conse- 
quences of lost time and the disability he 
suffers. Owners who keep their cars in- 
sured have to pay higher premiums than 
if the owner of the uninsured “rattle-trap” 
were also obliged to carry insurance. 

The man on foot and the man who in- 
sures his car thus have common cause for 
complaint against the irresponsible driver; 
and against the legislature for allowing 
him to roam the roads with financial im- 
munity for injuries he may do to persons 
and property.

Health and Diet Advice

ANEMIA DUE TO TOXEMIA 


Many people write to me that they believe them- 
selves anemic, The only thing for them to do is to 
go to a doctor and have him make a blood exam.na- 
tion, It is impossible for anyone to tell whether or 
not you have anemia just by looking at you. The per- 
son with anemia is not always pale and thin, but 
may appear to be well and healthy. 

In the test for anemia a few drops of blood are 
withdrawn causing no more pain than a pin prick. 
The doctor then examines the blood under a micros- 
cope and can tell you whether or not you have ane- 
mia, One with anemia often suffers from weakness, 
dizziness, headache, inflammation in the eyes, consti- 
pation, excessive acidity in the stomach, and always 
tires easily, 

Many queer appetites are formed during anemia, 
such as a desire for p.ckles, lead pencils, chalk, etc. 

The most important cause of anemia is a toxic 
condition gf the blood brought about by wrong habits 
of eating and exercising. ‘Che patient first develops 
constipation and excessive acidity of the stomach, 
showing that the digestive functioning is not normal, 
The condition becomes worse until a very toxic 
State is the result. As these toxins are carried in the 
blood stream they destroy the red cells of the blood 
and prevent the body from absorbing iron, 

General factors which lower the resistance and 
build up the toxic picture of anemia are: not enough 
sun and fresh air; lack of simple, wholesome food;

But 
on the other hand I have never seen a case of asthma 
that could not be cured in any kind of climate if the 
asthmatic is willing to follow the proper rules about 
diet, exercise, deep breathing, ete. 


Grey Hair 

Question: M. B. D. asks: “Can grey hair be re- 
stored to its original color by diet?” 

Answer: In a few rare instances I have seen the 
normal color restored to the hair through the adop- 
tion of a betier dietary, but ordinarily no effect is 
observed by a change of diet except that the hair will 
become stronger and more growth will be induced 
through using foods containing the minerals out of 
which hair is produced.

Question; P. M. asks: “It ts true that the appen- 
dix is an organ (o dispose of poisons? How ts this ac- 
complished?” 

Answer: ‘The appendix is simply an elongation of 
the secum whieh has gradually grown smaller 
throughout the centuries of man’s life on earth, It 
really has the same nerves and blood vessels as the 
rest of the colon, and the inside membrane secretes 
the sume lubricating fluids as the colon, It is very 
sensitive and I believe because of this fact should be 
retained us it seems to assist in stimulating intestinal 
peristalsis whenever food enters that part of the 
intestines. It is much more difficult to cure chronic 
constipation after the appendix has been removed. 
It can only help dispose of poisons in that it helps 
the normal peristaisis of the coijon.

Famous Wits of History

At three o'clock of a certain morning in London, 
the celebrated Beau Brummell knocked loudly on the 
door of a certain Mr. Snodgrass, and when the latter, 
much alarmed, stuck his head out of a window, said 
softly: 

“Pray, sir, is your name 5.0 

“Yes, sir, it is Snodgr 

“Snodgrass-—Snodgras it is a very singular 
name,” said the Beau. “Good-bye, Mr. Snodgrass.” 

This is a typical instance of the wit of George 
Bryan Brummell, British fop and man of fashion, 
whose name has come down to posterity as a synonym 
for exquisiteness in dress. Vanity was the keystone 
of his character, aud impudence was the chief char- 
acteristic of his wit. 

His grandfather was said to have been a servant, 
but his father died wealthy, leaving him a fortune of 
about thirty thousand pounds, He managed to force 
his way into the company of the great, even becom- 
ing the intimate of that Prince of Wales who was later 
King George IV. 

Always he was impertinent. 

At a dinner, not liking the champagne, he called 
out loudly to a servant, “Give me some more of that 
cider,” 

A lady who very much wished to entertain him, 
called out from her window, “Good evening, Mr. 
Brummell. Won't you come up and take some tea?” 

He regarded her severely 

“Madame,” he replied, “you take medicine—you 
take a walk—you take a liberty—but you drink tea.” 

To a friend who wondered why he had not mar- 
ried a certain eligible girl, he exclaimed: “What could 
I do, my dear tellar, when I actually saw her cat 
cabbage?” 

He was a great critic of other persons, and liked 
to disparage thelr characters, Once an apology was 
demanded from him “in five minutes.” 

“Five minutes!” he replied, “five seconds, 
sooner if you like.” 

Beau Brummell’s downfall appears to have resulted 
from a falling out with his royal friend, Dining with 
the Prince of Wales, the Beau is said to have desired 
the attention of a servant and to have told the 
Prince, “Wales, ring the bell!” 

His Highnesses’ feelings were jarred. He did as 
instructed, but, when the servant came, ordered “Mr, 
Brummell's carriage.” 

Taking advantage of the fact that the future king 
was growing very fat, Brummell had a good revenge 

He had sworn that if he met the prince he would 
“cut him dead.” His opportunity came while he was 
out walking with Jack Lee and they encountered the 
heir to the throne. Unfortunately George took no 
notice of Beau and, in order to make his play the 
stronger, chatted awhile with Lee. 

It looked like a triumph for royalty! But not long. 
When Lee rejoined Brummell, Beau said in a voice s0 
loud that the prince could not fail to hear him: 

“Jack, who's your fat friend?” 

Brumme!! lost his money in gambling and died in- 
sane a charity patient in a Prench hospital, One of 
his claims to fame was that he introduced tivusers to 
England.

So Mr, Gibson 
gives you observation tests and mem- 
ory tests and discrimination tests 
and judgment tests and ingenuity 
tesis, but they are always special 
kinds and specific problems.
